something she feels very lucky and happy about. She 
said that when she and her husband travel to other 
places, they are always happy to return to the 'Bubble'. I 
understand where she is coming from - 1 rather feel that 
way myself. 

Keeping life inside the Bubble comfortable 
and harmonious takes a lot of hard work. From all the 
good people working at town hall, who we depend 
upon to keep our fiscal life and licenses in order, to 
the fire and police personnel whose jobs protect our 
homes, businesses, our very lives - it is not be to taken 
for granted. As retired police Officer F. Mitch Suzan 
said, "Mattapoisett is a small town that still has big city 
problems.'' That we can go through our days basically 
feeling safe and protected while such issues ebb and flow 
around us is a measure of the security we enjoy, dare I say, 
inside the Bubble? 

It's not that we aren't impacted by the world 
outside, on the contrary. This town and its residents 
are fully aware of trouble (s) and work hard to maintain 
a social fabric and community on a high note to keep 
everyone in town as safe as possible, while enjoying a 
pleasant lifestyle. There is nothing wrong with that. But 
we aren't immune, and we do understand darkness can 
befall us at any time. 

Next year our kids and the school systems will 
be learning new tactics for personal safety through the 
ALICE protocol.

and monitoring the educational achievements and needs 
of our children. I hate to think it might come down to a 
conversation on a golf course somewhere, but it wouldn't 
surprise me. Whatever happens, our schools will have to 
adhere and our teachers and the administrators will do 
their best to lead our students towards excellence. 

Buzzards Bay Coalition, in partnership with 
Mattapoisett and surrounding towns, will continue their 
work protecting our waterways and aquifer that are 
absolutely vital to our continued existence as we know it 
today. They made great strides towards acquiring more 
land adjacent to the Nasketucket Bay State Reservation in 
2013. A round of applause, please. 

Open Space Committee members will be 
watching and working on ways to also keep lands critical 
to our seaside lifestyle clean and free from commercial 
development that might otherwise damage what we love 
so much about Mattapoisett.

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reasonable and acceptable to all the influencers involved 
with decisions impacting development. 

The cleanliness of our sidewalks and streets was 
a big issue in 2013. In spite of the public's consensus that 
Mattapoisett is Special (as in Bubble-like), sidestepping 
and skipping was sometimes needed while taking a walk. 
Dog owners felt the heat for being less than hygienic by 
leaving behind what came out of their dogs' behinds. The 
conversation did increase awareness, and for the short 
term, things did get better. The town even funded several 
new doggie rest stations with bags and trash receptacles. 
Wonderful. I am sad to report, however, that since we are 
now well into winter darkness there has been a modest 
increase in uncollected piles. So if you walk after dark, 
make sure your flashlight doesn't leave the ground 
immediately in front of you. Consider yourself warned. 
My observation is that we can't blame the day- tripper 
or summer visitor for allowing their dogs to foul our 
byways. The enemy is most likely within. 

The Bike Path and all those who have worked so 
hard to link to other communities via this safe passage 
made good progress this year. There were concerns 
around intersections with roads and conversations 
about best ways to increase bike riders' understanding 
and adherence to rules, while also making motorists 
approaching these tender spots more aware. That work 
goes on. But the YMCA camp property transfer was a big 
leap forward for the project. Once all is said and done, 
we can stand tall that, in spite of what at times seemed 
like insurmountable problems, the Bike Path devotees 
achieved quite a great deal. Now if the issue of parking 
can be resolved along Brandt Island and Mattapoisett 
Neck Roads, our bike path will be a favored place to go. 

The Recreation Department, with the help of the 
Community Preservation Committee, was finally able to 
get the tennis courts fixed. In the new year, work at the 
site near Center School will be completed. It's good to see 
our tax dollars at work fixing a spot that had been an eye 
sore for much too long. I'm looking forward to learning 
how to play shuffle ball and bocce ball and glad for those

home that morning. However, most of the participants 
of the Buzzard's Bay Coalition-sponsored event were 
taken by surprise when they arrived at the Planting 
Island causeway in Marion and were met by a driving, 
relentless ocean wind that brought a chill that was almost 
overwhelming to the senses.

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

in Kigali, more specifically availability of electricity at the 
motel 

I should begin by noting that power availability 
here has always been somewhat irregular. It comes and 
goes. Certain days of the week, Saturday afternoons 
for instance, often have power outages. We are within 
a couple of miles of the soccer pitch where the national 
team plays. On game days, outages are almost a given. 
There is also occasional load shedding where outages 
are rotated across the city during times of heavy power 
usage. One learns to expect these things, and to take them 
for granted with a wry smile and a casual shrug of the 
shoulders. In addition, the loss of power due to lightning 
strikes during rainy season storms is also a given which is 
taken in stride. 

Over the past couple of weeks, however, 
outages have become the rule, rather than the occasional 
annoyance taken in stride with a jest and a shrug. 
Outages have routinely lasted sixteen to eighteen hours. 
When power returns, it lasts from ten minutes to a few 
hours, and then power once again vanishes. Normally, 
one expects outages during daylight hours or (less 
frequently) in the middle of the night when most of the 
world is asleep. Recently, it has been happening any time 
of the day or night. We had several days the past couple 
of weeks when power was out between twenty and 
twenty-six hours at a time. Technicians would come to

the motel, work well into the evening (nine or ten), restore 
power, leave, and then the power would last for thirty 
minutes to a couple of hours and depart again. 

Three nights ago technicians were again here 
because power had only lasted four or five hours and then 
disappeared. They once again restored power, this time 
in the middle of a heavy rainstorm, started to leave, and 
a lightning strike took out all our power and started a fire 
at the box where all the electrical cables and circuits could 
be accessed. I was initially unaware of the reason for the 
outage; I simply knew that I was once again in the dark. 
(Some would suggest that state is a metaphor for my life.) 

I heard a loud pounding on my door (remember.

it was nine in the evening, a very dark and rainy evening, 
and power had once again vanished), and my name 
was being frantically shouted over and over. I went to 
the door, and our new manager, whose English I can 
barely understand, was yelling at me to run with him 
to a safe spot. I had no idea what he was concerned 
about. I thought he was afraid lightning would hit me 
in my apartment because he kept saying, "Come, come, 
lightning will kill you, come where it's safe, lightning, 
lightning.'' I told him to go away. Outdoors was no safer 
from lightning than indoors would be. 

After he reluctantly left, I looked out the door and 
realized that there was an electrical fire on the building

next to mine where the junction box was. Lightning had 
struck it which accounted for the very loud crash I had 
heard shortly before. I grabbed a hooded jacket and went 
outside to find out what was going on. People kept trying 
to put me under an umbrella, and I kept pushing them 
away. I hate umbrellas, and rain doesn't bother me. I was 
escorted (while rejecting repeated offers of umbrellas) to 
an area at some distance from the fire where there was 
shelter from the rain. The staff eventually put the fire out. 
They decided to restore power on the following day when 
the rain (which showed no sign of abating) had stopped, 
when there would be daylight, and when they could get 
a full crew out from the power company to work on the 
problem. In the meantime, the rain was so heavy and 
the wind was so fierce that water had flooded my patio, 
created a path beneath my door, and had filled my living 
room with a small lake. 

I discovered this when I returned to my room. 
One of the motel workers got a mop, a squeegee, and 
several towels, and began draining my living room and 
porch of the water. (This problem occurs about three 
or four times a year.) He did this by the light of my 
flashlight, in the middle of a mini-typhoon while people 
were running back and forth outside carrying food 
and drinks to other motel guests who were eating and 
drinking by flashlight (and in some cases candlelight). In 
several cases, they were standing under umbrellas (held

a member of the motel staff) as they performed these 
activities. I tipped the young man cleaning my environs 
generously (and somewhat guiltily), as he had about 
fifteen other tasks he needed to be doing. 

We were without power at that point for the 
third night in a row. The following day no one showed 
up to work until mid-afternoon. Around eight power 
was restored. Fifteen minutes later it was out again. 
Thirty minutes later it was restored again. Ten minutes 
later it was out again. The workers worked until around 
eleven in the evening and then departed, the motel still in 
darkness except for the large flashlights we all have. The 
following day no one showed up to work on the problem 
until early evening. This time power was restored by 
ten or so, went out after a few minutes, then came back 
on until the middle of the following day. At that point 
electricians returned, shut off the power, and worked on 
it until early evening. Power came back on and was fine 
until one this afternoon when it once again failed. This, 
however, being a Saturday, may simply be weekend 
business as usual. 

So the next time you take your electricity for 
granted, think of ye olde muzungu, sitting outside gazing 
at the stars as they blink on and off between clouds, 
longing for electricity so that he can read a book or listen 
to some music, and hoping that the rain he loves doesn't 
flood his living quarters yet again.

It's fitting that I write this year-end review 
for The Wanderer's digital-only edition, because in a 
lot of ways movies and many other media are going 
digital-only The future is convenience. People want 
to watch what they want to watch when they want 
to watch it. To that end, any number of streaming 
platforms — Netflix, Hulu, iTunes — have risen to 
new prominence in the landscape of entertainment. 
Physical media isn't dead — I see people taking 
out DVDs, CDs, and even books at the library. But 
streaming offers a lot of alternatives to those who 
have the set-up, and overpriced cable-TV packages 
are on the way out. How many people do you know 
who cut the cord this past year? I did and never 
looked back. 

As for movies themselves, Tm not ready to 
call in the coroner just yet. Event movies rule the 
roost, and smaller movies for grownups have to 
pass the hat (sometimes via Kickstarter; Spike Lee 
financed his next film that way) — but t'was ever 
thus. I wonder if smaller stories that can be better 
told in a smaller medium wouldn't be happier there. 
Orange Is the New Black might' ve been a weak adap- 
tation as a two-hour movie, but as a Netflix Original 
Series it got a lot of accolades and fans. Some smaller 
films don't really need to be seen on a big screen to 
make a big splash. 

The biggest films, however, do need the big 
canvas. If you missed Gravity in theaters and in 3D, 
you missed it forever. Sorry. Gravity was the best 
argument for the theatrical experience in 2013. It was 
a clear and shining example of the thing I always say 
I look for in films these days: pure cinema. The script 
wasn't complex, and it didn't need to be. Movies 
aren't necessarily required to deliver logically sound 
plots and sparkling conversation; they didn't even 



start out that way. Gravity was a near-silent film that 
rode almost exclusively on mood, atmosphere, emo- 
tion, image. In that respect it was both revolutionary 
and the most basic throwback — a person is in jeop- 
ardy and has to get out of it. It's 1910 storytelling 
in 2013 digital clothing. It was my second favorite 
movie of the year. 

Number one was Spring Breakers, another 
pure-cinema experiment that, hilariously, debuted 
among the top ten on the box-office list of its release 
week. Here again was a plot that could' ve served 
as a Dwain Esper exploitation flick of the 1930s, 
but Harmony Korine treated it as a candy-colored 
acknowledgment that American urges towards nihil- 
istic pleasure are powerful for a reason. The movie 
refuses to moralize and shakes out as an ironic em- 
powerment tale, like an art-house rewrite of Sucker 
Punch (one day everyone else will turn around on 
that film, mark my words). Seldom has ugliness been 
so beautiful. Sometimes a movie needs to be at home 
with the base and the tabloid to put its finger on the 
American pulse. 

Spring Breakers is likely the most mainstream 
film Harmony Korine will ever make, and for that 
reason his most subversive and artful: Sometimes 
artists can wander around in the mainstream and 
come up with something far stranger within main- 
stream's confines than they might have done unfet- 
tered. The unfairly smeared Lone Ranger will, I think, 
reveal itself in years to come as the iconoclastic and 
even radical anti-Disney Disney movie it actually 
is. Walt would' ve hated it, but he would' ve loved 
Saving Mr. Banks, and of the two, I know which one 
I'd want to watch again, and it isn't the intellectually 
dishonest non-cinema approved by critics. 

I haven't seen any evidence in 2013 that 
cinema is dead or dying or even sniffly. The studios 
can't kill it. Declining audience enchantment (along- 
side its dwindling attention span) can't kill it. It will 
survive wherever you put it — on an IMAX screen 
or on a tablet. There is no reason to be disinterested 
in cinema's future and every reason to expect sur- 
prises and art.
